REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Based on applicant's amendment to the claims which specify that the rawhide 
chew product is dried, and the well-known instability of the chlorite ion (see PTO-form 
892) and, as pointed out by applicant wherein at Example 1 3 of Witt et al. the 
impregnated rawhide is to be used immediately after spraying the composition or stored 
to remain moist, it is agreed with that the reference to Witt in fact, teaches away from 
the combination of references as applied and the references applied in the last Office 
action, either singly or in combination do not teach or fairly suggest the now claimed 
invention.
